1 . EMBOFE CALLED ON DEPUTY DIRGEN OE UN AEEAIRS AT MFA 
JULY 30 AS EOLLOW-UP TO AMB'S MEETING WITH FONMIN CORTINA 
JULY 22 ON UN AFFAIRS (REF C). EMBOFF LEFT AIDE MEMOIRE 

IN SPANISH OP U.S. LEGAL POSITION OP ISRAELI SUSPENSION 
ISSUE (REF B) AS WELL AS COPY OP SECRETARY'S MILWAUKEE 
SPEECH ON JULY 14. EMBOPF REVIEWED BRIEFLY KEY POINTS IN 
SPEECH WITH DEP DIRGEN AND ACTION OPFICER ON UN AEEAIRS 
WHO WAS ALSO PRESENT. 

2. BOTH MPA OPFICIALS SAID THAT GOS WAS IN COMPLETE 
AGREEMENT IN PRINCIPLE WITH TRUST OF SECRETARY'S SPEECH, 
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OR SUSPEND MEMBER COUNTRIES FROM UN OR ITS SPECIALIZED 
AGENCIES. TOP PRIORITY IN SPAIN'S APPROACH TO UN AFFAIRS, 
THEY SAID, WAS RESPECT FOR PRINCIPLE OF UNIVERSALITY. 
ALTHOUGH SPAIN HAS NO RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL, THIS 
CIRCUMSTANCE DOES NOT AFFECT SPAIN'S RESPECT FOR 
UNIVERSALITY, DEP DIRGEN SAID. AT SAME TIME, HOWEVER, 
PREOCCUPATION WITH ISSUE OF DECOLONIZATION OF SPANISH 
SAHARA AND EFFORT TO PRESERVE GOOD RELATIONS WITH 
ARAB COUNTRIES WOULD INFLUENCE GOS' DECISION ON ANY VOTE 
TO SUSPEND OR EXCLUDE ISRAEL FROM UN. TWO OFFICIALS 
SAID, HOWEVER, THAT GOS WOULD NOT VOTE IN FAVOR OF 
EXCLUSION OR SUSPENSION BUT WOULD PROBABLY ABSTAIN. MFA 
OFFICIALS WERE WELL AWARE OF EFFORTS IN EC NINE TO PRESENT 
UNITED FRONT ON ISSUE AND ASKED EMBASSY TO KEEP MFA 
INFORMED ON POSITION OF LATIN AMERICAN COUNTRIES. 

3. MFA OFFICIALS EXPRESSED THEIR FEAR THAT ISRAELI ISSUE 
WOULD ARISE FIRST IN SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION RATHER THAN 
IN 30TH REGULAR SESSION. ACCORDING TO THEIR ANALYSIS, 
ALGERIAN FONMIN BOUTEFLIKI CONTINUES TO FUNCTION AS 
PRESIDENT OF 29TH REGULAR SESSION WHICH IS NOT ENDED 
UNTIL 30TH REGULAR SESSION IS CONVOKED. BOUTEFLIKA, 
THEREFORE, WILL PRESIDE AT OPENING OF SEVENTH SPECIAL 
SESSION AND CAN BE EXPECTED TO USE HIS DISCRETIONARY 
POWERS TO PUT TSRAF.lt ISSUE ON AGENDA AT EARLIEST 
OPPORTUNITY. EXPECTED TACTIC WOULD BE EFFORT TO PREVENT 
SEATING OF ISRAEL OR TO SUSPEND ITS RIGHT TO PARTICIPATE 

IN SESSION; MFA OFFICIALS ESTIMATED THAT GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
MIGHT ARROGATE EOR ITSELE RIGHT TO SUSPEND MEMBERS AND 
SET PRECEDENT IN SPECIAL SESSION FOR USE AT 30TH UNGA. 

4. ALTHOUGH GOS HAS NOT DECIDED AS YET WHO WILL LEAD 
SPANISH DELEGATION TO SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION, TWO MFA 
OFFICIALS AGREED THAT FONMIN CORTINA WOULD PROBABLY BE 
TOP OFFICIAL. 
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
